Paris, September 18.—(4) —The fes- 
| tivities in honor of the American 
| Legion continued tonight with a 


‘sumptuous banquet sziven by the 
| French government. The guests com- 


prised the most brilliant array of pub- 
lic men seen at a banquet for a long 
time. Premier Poincare, General 
Pershing and Commander Savage all 
delivered speeches. 

Speaking in the name of the French 
government, the premier said: 

“Faithful to the memory of the pop- 
ulation and your brothers in arms who . 
witnessed your heroism, even more 
abiding than the most substantial 
mmonument, no Frenchman, indeed, 
will ever forget that you crossed the 
and fight shoulder to 
shoulder with the allies.” 

The premier recalled America’s 
“generosity to the wounded and to the 
widows and orphans of France”. dur- 
ing the three years before the United 
States entered the war” and “the pri- 
vate sympathy which outdid official | 
| cooperation.” 

In the name of the government he 
welcomed the lJegionnaires “to this 
conntry of ours to which you so vali- 


sea to come 


_antly contributed to free from the in- 


vader and which thousands of your 
comrades drenched with their blood.” 
He assured the Americans they would 
find in France “neither forgetful minds 
nor hearts grown cold.” 

M. Poincare told of the series of 


insults, strikes and disasters and Ger- 
many’s repeated defiance that stirred 
America to war and recalled how he 
saw, with General Pershing, the first 
American units addressed by their 
officers in Meuse, near Gondrecourt 
and in Lorraine, his own home, and 
followed their development inte an 
army of 2,000,000 mien. 
Keep History Straight. 

Premier Puincare said he did not 
wish to keep war hatreds alive, but 
was determined to keep history 
straight when detailing German aec- 
tions that brought American soldiers 
to France. ‘ 

“In the noble part you played.” 
said the premier, “you derived your 
inspiration not only from your sense 
of patriotism, but from your feelings 
of honor and your devotion to man- 
kind. Neither you nor we ourselves 
will allow that part to be travestied.” 

Recalling a talk with President 
Wilson when the latter said “the war 
has awakened mankind to the moral 
necessity of completing that unity re 
quired among men in order that never 
shall such an evil oceur again.” the 
premier concluded: “Let us work to- 


gether with a single heart for this 


unity.” 
Legion Comes Home. 

General Pershing brought down th¢, 
house with his opening sentence: “The 
legion in coming to France has simply 
come back home.” 

The general that the 
legion was born in France. “which 
was natural enough,” he said, “since 
the spirit thereof was engendered here. 
The legion is not merely an offcrowth 
of the A. F. F., but it is the very 
soul of the A. E. F. itself. 

“An army grows into a personality 
as distinct as that of a human being. 
It was its soul, and the soul of the 
A. E. F. has passed into the legion. 
There are many things in life that . 
turn a man towards his boyhood, The 
legion has thus been turned towards 
its original home, which was France.

PATHOLOGIST BUSY 
ON HAYES DEATHS 


Dr. A. J. Avers,- Atlanta patholo- 
gist, who has been employed to aid 
in unraveling the alleged mystery sur- 
rounding the deaths of Jameg and 
Amos Hayes, sons of Harris Hayes, of 
Blakely, Ga., spent all day Sunday 
examining the viscera of the two 
brothers at his laboratory here. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harris Hayes, pros- 
perous farmers of Early county, are 
being held by the sheriff of that dis- 
trict, charged with the murder of 
Nancy Hayes, wife of their son Amos, 
who died at the Hayes- home shortly 
after the two brothers and under sim- 
ilar circumstances, according to re- 

rts, 

Disintermént of Nancy Hayes, aft- 
er suspicigns were aroused to the na- 
ture of her sudden death, was follow- 
ed by an autopsy by Dr. Ayers. Traces 
of poisoning were found in her body. 
and the arrest of Harris Hayes and 
his wife ensued. Subsequently a 
movement was set afoot to investi- 
gate the deaths of the two Hayes 
boys, whose illnesses resembled: that 
of Amos’ wife. The bodies of the 
boys were exhumed in the country 
churchyard Saturday and the viscera 
brought to Atlanta by Dr. Ayers early 
Sunday morning. 

At his laboratory in the Medical 
Arts building Sunday night, Dr. Ay- 
ers stated that he was engaged in the 
examination but would not complete 
his study for 10 or 12 days, at which 
time he would report his findings to 
.the sheriff of Early county. In a 
preliminary examination - held short- 
ly after the disinterment of the two 
young men, Dr. Ayers is reported as 
having stated that the viscera of their 
bodies had the same appearance of 
that of Nancy Hayes, in whose body 
traces of. poison were found.

The state department is adamant 
in its position and the American 
answer to the discriminatory import 
duties, some of which are four times 
in excess of those imposed against 
the same products shipped from 
either England or Germany, will, it 
is said, be sharp and unmistakable 
in its meaning. The tariff act for-| 
bids negotiation of tariff treaties on 
any basis other than that of equal 
treatment to all nations. 

The position of the French gov- 
ernment, after a virtual agreement 
for a conference, has astounded the 
American government. It is known 
that both French and American com- 
mercial institutions deeply resent 
the discriminations. The French 
merchants want American goods. 
Their trade demands that they be: 
placed at least on an equal basis | 
with English or German goods. But, 
with such a marked discrimination 
in favor of English and German 
goods it will be impossible to han- 
die them. 

This nation has its own tariff 
wall and, in some of the schedules, 
imports are made practically prohib- | 
itive. But the rates apply to all na- | 
tions alike. There is no discrimi- 
nation. And that is all we ask of 
France.

PROGRESS IN DAIRYING. 

Georgia is making progress in 
dairying beyond the comprehension 
of the average citizen. 

The gross value of the dairy 
products annually is practically 
three times greater than five years 
ago. 
The A., B. & C. railroad has just 

made public the result of investiga- 
tions as to the production in only 
45 counties traversed by its rails. 
It found annual sales of more than 
a million dollars. This doesn’t in- 
clude’ the products of creameries. 
It included only cream shipped to 
‘creameries, sweet cream and whole 
milk. 

In one county in South Georgia— 
Ben Hill—thete is a gross income 
of $80,000 to the farmers annually 
from dairying products—an increase 
of $60,000 over 1922. The dairy | 
industry is increasing in that county, 
so rapidly that the income from the 
products will reach $100,000, it is 
claimed, in less than a year.

THE LEAGUE’S ACTIVITIES. 


The present méetings of the 
league council and assembly, which 
convened in Geneva September 1 
and 5, respectively, are under crit- 
ical discussion throughout’ the 
world due to the recent resigna- 
tions of Viscount Cecil from the 
British delegation and the retire- 
ment of Senator Henry de Jouvenil 
from the French delegation. 

Both of these statesmen resigned 
on issues vitally affecting the 
league. 

Viscount Cecil had been a leading 
member since the league was 
formed. He was in serious dis- 
agreement with hj: cabinet’s posi- 
tion on the question of disarm- 


ing to submit to it really impor- 
tant problems. 

A study of the agenda for the 
present assembly reveals a_ vast 
number of items relating to routine 
activities. It shows, however, a sur-

Formerly it was customary to think 


of three types of food or three classes 
of food material, namely, proteid (ni- 
trogenous matter, such as lean meat, 
white of egg, cheese or curd, gluten), 
carbohydrate (starches and sugars), 
and fat. Nowadays it is the rule to 
consider as of essential importance 
also three additional types of food or 
food materials, namely, mineral mat: | 
ter or mineral salts, fibrous matter or 
cellulose (roughage, bulk), and vitam- 
ins. Carbohydrate material is the 
most necessary food for man, the kind 
of food on which man can survive 


longest, the kind of food man must 
have in the largest quantity, and the | 
kind of food man can most readily 
utilize for energy. A well balanced 
ration for an average adult must pro- 
vide two ounces of proteid material, | 
three ounces of fat, and 14 or 16; 
ounces of carbohydrate in 24 hours. | 

The proteid, fat and carbohydrate 
materials are burned, oxidized in the 
body, and by their combustion as fuel 
they furnish the heat and energy re- 
quired to run the organs and do the 
muscular work of the body. 

The mineral matter, cellulose of 
woody fiber and the vitamins, though 
necessary for health, are not oxidized 
or burned and do not yield energy. 
These food materials rather give the 
body something to aid its functions, 
as the ignition spark or the lubricant 
aids the working of an automobile. 

The fuel materials of food vary in 
their heat or energy value. This 
value is measured in units called 
calories. A calory is the amount of 
heat it takes to raise the temperature 
of a gram of water 1 degree Centi- 
grade, or something like that. A cram 
is about one-third teaspoonful. and 1 


degrees fahrenheit. So a calory or 
calorie is quite a hot little unit. Now 
one gram of proteid will yield just 
four calories, and one gram of carbo- 
hydrate (sugar or starch) will yield 
just four calories, but one gram of 
fat will yield 9.4 calories. An ounce 


anced ration for a 150 pound stenog- 
rapher figures out like this: 

Two ounces of proteid...240 ealori+s 
Three ounces of fat 846 calories 
15 ounces carbohydrate. .1800 calories 


Total day's ration. ...2886 calories 

This means the nutriment aigested, 
not the quantity of food eaten. Do 
not forget to include some vitamins, a 
reasonable amount of indigestible 
cellulose and such mineral matter as 
there may be in the natural foods. 
This constitutes a well balanced 
ration and it has the nutritive value 
required for good health and weight 
maintenance in the case of a sedentary 
adult.

The announeement by William 
Gibbs McAdoo that he will not be a 
candidate for the democratic prezsi- 

jJential nomination 
should have been no 
great surprise’ to 
readers of The Con- 
stitution. 

Some months azo 
it was stated in this 
column, upon trust- 
worthy private in- 
formation, that at a 
due time to be chos- 

en by Mr. McAdoo, 
such a direet decision 
would be made pub- 
lie. 

Of course, there 
were plenty of cock- 
sure amateur poli- 

, ticians who scoffing- 
ly discounted The Constitution predic- 
tion. But “when you see it in The 
Constitution, it is so!” 

Now McAdoo is out of it. Natural- 
ly there will be speculations in the 
newspapers and poltical circles as to 
why he takes himself out of the ring 
of candidates, but their good or bad 
guesses will cut no ice with him or 
anyone else. They will be simply 
graceful tributes to his ~ impersonal 
patriotism, or malicious insults to his 
character and concept of public duty. 

In any event¢Mr. McAdoo will re- 
main in the publicfeye and the public 
records as a-clean American gentle- 
man, a moral exemplar, and a states- 
man in a day of mediocre policastros. 


The Effect of His Action. 

It is altogether too early after the 
event te calculate its effect upon the 
democratic nomination campaign. A 
week trom now it will be possible to 
more clearly estimate the reaction of 
the party leaders throughout the coun- 
try, and get a line on the trend of 
party sentiment now released from Mc- 
Adoo considerations, 

Some very competent political ob- 
servers have already jumped to the 
conclusion that the withdrawal of Me- 
Adoo insures the nomination of Gov- 
ernor Al Smith and are figuring with 
the certitude of mathematics his tri- 
umphant election to the presidency. 

That looks hazardously premature to 
this old seout. 

The removal of McAdoo from his 
front may enable Governor Smith to 
capture a few more delegates in cer- 
tain contestable districts. But that, 
of itself, it will cause a stampede to} 
him of the host of those democrats who 
have heretofore strenuously stood 
against his candidacy, is searcely dis- 
cernible in the cards or the stars, 

On the face of them. even with Me- 
Adoo under the horizon, Governor 
Smith has a long way yet to go to 
vather the momeutum that will carry 
him over the unit and the two-thirds 


rules that seem sure to stand fast when 
the convention meets.

One Fairly Sure Effect. 

One thing that fairly can be pre- 
dicted now is that the removal of 
McAdoo makes simpler the task of the 
anti-Smith leaders te find a candidate 


who was not involved in the Madison 
Square garden party lynching in 1024, 
and on whom the conservative demo- 
crats of the nation may happily har- 
monize. 

For instance, the disappearance of 
McAdoo from the arena. does not. di- 
minish one whit the justice and logic 
of the demand that the southern wing 
of the party shall be allowed to pre- 
sent the candidate for 1928. 

The McAdoo withdrawal indeed | 
makes it highly opportune for the 
southern leaders to get together very 
promptly and to agree upon some out- 
standing southern democrat — some 
such man as McLean, of North Caro- 
lina; George, of Georgia, or Robinson, 
of Arkansas, and advise the democrats 
of the southern states to send solid 


delegations for him to the 1928 con- 
vention. 

Unless the southern democrats do 
so unite, put on their fighting clothes. | 
and march into the convention bebind | 
a strong and worthy leader, they will 
have no better chance than they have 
had for 60 years past to get either: 
respect or recognition from the nation- 
al party. 

* « 
A Clear View Ahead. 

The democratic party leaders, who 
are not hypnotized by or hog-tied to a 
particular candidate, are coming to 
realize that the presidential fight next 
year is to be a fateful one. 

The republicdns fully realize the 
perils of their party position. That 
they will put up a fight to hold on 
such as the country has not seen since 
the McKinley-Bryan contest of 1806 
is now certain. With President Cool- 
idge’s volunttry elimination accepted 
as a fact by Secretary Mellon, who is 
the party's present Mark Hanna, the 
repdniiean Jeaders will get together 
and put up the man they consider the 
strongest to win the race. 

That man may be Hoover, or 
Hughes, or Dawes. Mere personality 
or locality will cut no figure in the 
ealculations of Andy Mellon. He 
knows what combinations of money 
and man-power win tepublican na- 
tional elections. He means to have 
them solidly on the side of his man 
next year. 

The democrats can only beat that 
hand by overmatching it. They can- 
not do that with a merely popular 
party sheik. They must go against the 
enemy with a statesman, with a plat- 
form of fundamental democratic prin- 
ciples, and with the guaranty of party 
honor to restere to the nation a “gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and. for the people.”

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MERCHANT MARINE 
SEEN FOR AMERICA 


BY ALFRED P. RECK. 
Washington, September 18.—(Unit- : 
ed News.)—America may regain 4@' 
merchant marine from the scrap heap. | 
Members. of the United States ship- | 


submitted by William Francis Gibbs, | 
New York marine engineer, to con- | 
vert many of the 400 wartime vessels, 
tiel up in fresh water, into speedy 
freighters. . 

Experiments which have been con- 
ducted on two ships under the Gibbs | 
plan are proving successful. Other 
ships may be overhauled and placed 
into use, 

The proposal involves cutting down 
the bow and stern and the installation 
of Diesel engines. 

“The plan is ‘simple and inexpen- 
sive as compared to the cost of build- 
ing an entirely new ship,” Gibbs ex- 
plained to the United News. 

Cost of Plan. 

To place into service entirely new 
ships of the war-time type would cost 
approximately $2,000,000 apiece. The 
conversion can be made for 60 per 
cent of this cost, or slightly more than 
$1,000,000. 

“The old ships. built in tim of war, 
are slow and unsatisfactory.” Gibbs | 
said. “They have blunt bows, which | 
no amount of power could push 
through the water at a speed sufficient | 
to compete with foreign ships. 

“Speed is the transpertation prob- 
lem of today. For a small outlay we 
can cut down the bow and stern lines 
and with Diesel oil-burning engines 
installed make a 16-knot fleet of 10,- 
500-ton ships out of the vessels now 
junked by the government. 

In Good Condition. 

“The hulls of the ships are in first- 
class condition. They have been kept | 
tied up In fresh water and conse- 
quently have not gone to pieces dur- 
ing their period of idleness, The ships

training schools. Instead of lofty! 
and useless oratory on “training for, 
citizenship,” “making the boys of to-. 
day into the men of tomorroy,’ | 
“training for true womanhood” and. 


| ‘Developing the best that is within, 


us’—instead of this fine phrasing of | 
beautiful thoughts the instructor asks | 
the students to define good citizen- 
ship. define it specifically. give illus- 
trations of it, or in other words he | 
states a situation and then asks the | 
class if it conforms to their ideas of | 
good citizenship. That’s the “case’ ' 
method of teaching. Instead of talk- 
ing about training for true woman- | 
hood in general terms which most stu- ' 


} dents can’t apply to daily conduct the | 


instructor specifically: seeks data on 
good womanhood and then ask a series 
of questions which check the students’ 
conception of true womanhood. 

I have been doing just this thing 
in our discussions of human relation- 
ship. Instead of preaching about | 
fine conduct, noble womanhood, Chris- | 
tian living and high ideals 1 have, 
been asking the young people who read | 
my column either to take a certain 
test or give it to someone else to 
take.

UNEASY OLD KING COTTON 


BY SAM W. SMALL 


Back yonder in 1851, the year of 
my birth, in the month of October 
three hundred cotton planters from 
all the southern states this side of 
the Mississippi river, held a conven- 
tion of several days in Macon of this 
state, 

In that day “cotton planter” meant 
argely more than it does today. The 
average cotton planter of 1851 was 
the owner, as a rule, of a plantation 
of many acres, often running into 
thousands. His cotton fields were 
cultivated by scores and hundreds of 
negro slaves. He bought mules in 
droves from the traders driving them 
down from Tennessee and Kentucky. 
His plows went out to the fields in 
platoons. He was a capitalist and 
usually his credit, through his bank- 
er or broker, was good all the way 
from New Orleans to Liverpool, in 
England. 


Then, what was biting these cot- 
ton nabobs that caused them to cali 


cotton! Rich, and productive, and 
powerful financially as were these 
cotton planters they could not price 
their own produce. They sent it to 
market, but they could not calculate 
with any certainty what the market 
would pay them for it!

But those big planters of 1851 
found themselves as helpless in the 
face of vagarious conditions as do the 
little old cotton raisers of 1927 

After days of debate over proposed 
plans to insure the profitableness of 
the cotton industry of the south that 
big convention adjourned without 
having found any operative plan to 
effect that end. - 


The enemy to constant profitable 
cotton cropping then was the same 


as he is today—the middleman who 
raises no cotton, but handles in the 
markets nearly all that is raised, 
speculates on millions of bales that 
never were raised, and makes more 
gambling profits on each crop than 
it brings in cash to the poor farmer 
who slaved in the fields to pro- 
duce it. 

The fact is as barefaced as any 
in creation that as long as great gam- 
bling institutions are authorized by 
law to operate between the producers 
and consumers of cotton, they will 
fix the prices of the staple for prof- 
its to their members and with no 
heart whatever for the farmer in the 
fields,

Cut Out “Blue Sky” Cotton. 

Efforts are being made in each con- 
gress in Washington to legislate pen- 
alties against those in the “ex- 
changes” of the nation who gamble 
with “cotton that ain't.” We have 
laws all over America to punish ped- 
dlers of “blue sky” securities that 
swindle ignorant and innocent inves- 
tors. Why, then. not make similar 
laws to punish the peddlers in “blue 
sky” cotton, whereby the prices of the 
real cotton of the people are manip- 
ulated to their impoverishment. 

It has been almost conclusively 
shown to committees in congress that 
the alleged benefits of the cotton ex- 
changes of New Orleans, Chicago, 
New York and Liverpool to the plain 
cotton farmers are wholly fictitious. 

How the plain cotton farmer can 
be mulcted was demonstrated a few 
days ago, when a forecast by an 
agricultural department bureau was 
taken advantage of in the cotton ex- 
changes to subtract $97,000,000 from 
the value of the cotton crop now 
being harvested and marketed. 


There was no real basic calcula- 
tion of crop supply, consumption de- 
mand, world stock, or probable carrv- 
over that caused that huge and dis- 
tressing loss to the cotton farmers. 

It was all caused by a speculative 
guess by a government official and 
an orgy of the gamblers on the ex- 
changes!

PLAN DIXIE DRIVE

Washington, September. 18.—( Unit- 
ed News.)—The government has de- 
veloped plans for seasonal-sectional! 
drives against bootlegging and liquor 
smuggling. 

Prohibition investigators have found 
that liquor traffic is heaviest in the 
south in the winter months. and in 
the north during the summer. Con- 


sequently, the federal dry forces like 
migratory birds will shift their activi- 
ties with the seasons, it is said at the 
treasury. 

Present plans call for reinforcement 
for guif and south Atlantic waters. 
The coast guard will soon shift part 
of its destroyer force from New Eng- 
land to Florida seas and the Gulf of 
Mexico. in an attempt to stop liquor 
smugzcling from the Bahamas, Cuba 
and Haiti. 

Redistribution of custom and prohi- 
hition forces to increase southern drv 
forces this fall and winter during the 
tourist season, is being considered. 

Investigation also has been started 
to determine the amount of liquor be- 
ing smuggled across the border from 
Treasury reports indicate 
closing of Tia Juana has ‘een of little 
benefit to prohibition. 

General tightening up along all fron- 
tiers probably will result from the 
new campaigns and _ investigations. 
Seymour Lowman, assistat.t secretary 
of the treasury, hopes to ‘nerease the 
customs patrol force considerably. 

Meantime, looking ahead with the 
plans are being drafted to 
reinforcement northward next 
spring. The budget to be submitted to 
congress in December will contain a 
request for more funds to augment the 
coast guard’s facilities along the De- 
troit river and the Great Lakes, the 
American side of which Lowman has 
deseri as the wettest area in. the 
nation at present.

Plans for a coast line flight from 
Spokane, Wash., to New York city, 
were announced tonight by Lieutenant 
Kenneth R. Unger, former British ace.

Big Business 
Firms Facing 


Federal Probe 


BY ALFRED P. RECK. 

Washington, September 18.— 
(United News.)—Big business is fac- 
ing the probing, searching light of the 
federal trade commission more often 
now than ever before. 

A survey of the activities of the 
commission during the past few 
months shows 490 complaints, filed 
and 293 inquiries pending. Out of 13 
formal complaints disposed of during 
the past month, 12 orders to “cease 


and desist” were issued and one case’ 


dropped. 

Today 12 investigations of indus- 
tries, trade organizations and condi- 
tions are being conducted. This is the 
greatest activity ever before the com- 
mission at one time. 

Corporations Probed. 


Some of the largest corporations 
in the country are under the micro- 
scope of the investigating board, in- 
cluding United States Steel, DuPont, 
General Motors and General Electric. 

Other major cases being considered 
are the maintenance of resale prices, 
sale of “blue sky” securities, prac- 
tices in use regarding price bases, the 
lumber trade associations, petroleum 
prices, bread and flour milling, the 
electric power industry, open price 
associations, stock dividends, cotton- 
seed industry and cooperative organi- 
zations. 

Eight of the 12 inquiries were or- 
dered by congress. Four were started 
by the commission on its own initia- 
tive, mncluding the joint stock acquisi- 
tion of the DuPont and General Mo- 
tors company and the United States 
Steel corporation.

A coroner’s inquest over the body 
of A. Valdemar Gude, prominent At- 
lanta builder, who is believed to have 
sought death as an eseape from fi- 
nancial worry and declining health. 
was postponed until 10 o'clock this 
morning. The body was found j5atur- 
day in the office of A. A. Doonan 
in the Forsyth building, a bullet 
wound through the heart and a pistol 
lying beside him. 

Mr. Gude left two brief notes, one 
giving addresses of companies with 
which he carried insurance to Mr. 
Doonan, his life-long friend, and the 
other to his widow, the purport of 
which was withheld. 

With the failure of Mr. Gude’s com- 
pany two years ago, he sought to re- 
store his fortunes in Florida, friends 
say. Mr. Doonan believes that busi- 
ness difficulties and bad health had 
temporarily deranged his mind. 

Many of the city’s largest buildings 
were constructed by Mr. Gude, includ- 
ing the Federal Reserve bank, the 
Peachtree Arcade, the Henry Grady ho- 
tel and many others. He was the 
son of A. V. Gude, a prominent con- 
tractor active here in the early days 
of the city. 

Mr. Gude was born in Atlanta 45 
years ago. He was a Yale graduate. 

Funeral arrangements had not been 
completed Sunday night. H. M. Pat- 
terson & Son, where the inquest will 
be held today, are in charge. 

Surviving are his mother, ofrs. A. 
V. Gude, Sr.,: his wife: two daugh- 
ters, Helen and Peggy, and a son, A. 
V. Gude, Jr.
